All | want for Christmas... 


The decision to change the MPC academic calendar, which 
WaS approved by a faculty vote, has the full support of the El 
Yanqui. Not that El Yanqui staffer’s only concern is having 
enough time to buzz up to Tahoe for the ski season during the 
six-week Christmas break, 

The reason El Yanqui supports this change, which means school 
would start a little early and end a little early, is because it 
would be of immense benefit to those students trying to marry 
up their schedules. to the schedules of many of California’s four 
year schools. 

Monterey Peninsula College is a community college. The phil- 
osophy of a jumior-level community college is and should be 
to provide area residents with an institution which meets the 
needs of the students attending school there. This policy would 
fit those needs. Although the change has yet to meet at least 
two approvals, MPC faculty members give the issue their sup- 
port. 

Teachers who voted on it asked questions like, ‘How will 
this affect veterans attending school on the GI Bill? Will their 
payments be interrupted during the Christmas vacation? Will 
they have to budget nine nionths worth of payments into a nine 
and three-quarters month long school period?’’ | | 

Faculty members also raised questions about the effect of this 
change in the school calendar on the student summer employ- 
ment opportunities. Would the area employers seleet someone 
other than college students for summer jobs knowing college 
students would be leaving early? These questions were answered 
with assurances that al¥ students would be affected in a positive 
way. Veterans attending classes on the GI Bill would be enti- 


> tled to uninterrupted benefits. Benefits will start the day clas- 


Ses begin, on through December and January and up until the 
last day in June when classes are over. Students who have sum- 
mer jobs will, in most cases, continue to be hired by employers 
for as long as they.can continue to work, proportionate to what- 
ever changes take place in the Peninsula’s economical picture. 
Considered with its broadest ramifications, El Yanqui believes 
this change is for the better. Of course there will be some who 
disagree with this viewpoi nt, but changes and growing pains 
almost invariably provoke this kind of reaction. PCH
